Parker, a shiftless colored boy of 16 
years, was lynched early yesterday 
morning for one of the mo&t horrible 
crimes that has ever darkened the his- 
tory of this county. 
Four weeks ago 


Pit Rhine and his wife, an aged couple 
living at West Onion, were murdered 
in their cabin for tlO in money, all 
they had. One body lay on either side 
of the tiny stove. A heavy club and a 
buteherknifa had been used as the 
weapons of murder, and the sight in 
the cabin was one of horror. The 
throats of the aged couple were cut 
from ear to ear, and the murderer had 
not stopped there, but had fearfully 
beaten the bodies with a bludgeon. 


Suspicion pointed towards Koscoe 


Parker. He was examined by the cor- 
oner, and was then remanded to jail, 
where he was reported to have made 
several confessions. The people, in- 
censed at the awful murder and tho in- 
solence of the prisoner, gathered from 
far and near to lynch him; but the offi- 
cers took him to Portsmouth juil, giving 
it out in the meautimo that they had 
sent him to Hillsboro for safekeeping. 
Thursday Parker was brought to West 
Union for a preliminay hearing1, all 
talk of a mob having- seemingly died 
out. 


The news that Parker was buck in 


jail leaked out. The mob formed in a 
qnlet and business-like way. The 
members of the mob were, it is said, 
all 
good citizens and 
tax-payers. 


Guards were thrown out along the 
pike and each incoming man was 
halted and examined. If everything 
was all right, he was allowed to ap- 
proach the crossing. The prelimin- 
aries were quickly arranged, and late 
at night, having left a guard over tho 
vehicles that had brought the country 
people, the inob moved off like a regi- 
ment of soldiers toward the town. 


The jail was soon reached but Sheriff 


Dunlap saw their masks, and bolted the 
door. Blow after blow fell on the 
straining door, until at last it gave way 
with u crash, and Parker, the murder- 
er, half clad, stood oivaiting his fate. 
He was stubborn but. not frightened. 
All the brnte instincts at sell-preser- 
vation in him were aroused. 


Suddenly, leaping to the top of the 


cell, the stripling fought the mob back, 
but 
only for a moment. 
He was 


quickly overpowered and was started 
for tho wagons. 
The 
sheriff 
har- 


rangued the mob to release Parker, but 
to no purpose. 


"I'll tell all to-morrow," the mur- 


derer shouted. "Sam Johnson did it. 
1 would like to see mv mothci before 
before I die.'' 


Quickly the procc-,^ua drove to u 


point near JJorth Liberty, protected 
from possible 
pursuit by a .strong- 


guard. The party formed in double 
rank, and the murderer, with pinioned 
arms, was taken out and hurried to 
where a long limb reached out over 
an embankment. A rope w;is fas- 
tened to the limb, 
passed 
about

neck, and then

! of 
hands 
hauled 
away. 
There 


was a violent contraction of the mus- 
cles, a jerking of tho limbs and ci spas- 
modic heaving- of the chest. Suddenly 
one hand burst from its bonds and 
seized the rope above his head, lie 
was quickly lowered, the arm ivfas- 
tenccl and again the body shot upward.

A Juror'. Wlf > Causes a Situation and 


a Suspension of the Cue. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 18.—Judge TuthiU ad 


journed the Coughlin trial suddenly 
yesterday afternoon, and tailing the 
jury to remain seated, walked into hia 
chambers. A few minutes passed, ant 
Juror Hulsman, a red-whiskered, mid 
die-aged real estate dealer, was called 
into the judge's private room. It was 
nearly half an hour before the rest of 
the jurors received marching orders 
from the bailiffs. Judge TuthiU re- 
lieved the general curiosity by saying 
that he had received a letter from Mrs. 
Hulsman full of hysterical fears and 
forebodings in regard to her husband's 
personal welfare and business affairs. 
Mrs. 
Hulsman was brought to court, 


and the judge succeeded in quieting 
her fears. 


After Mrs. Couklin had been told she 


could g-o, the prosecution called Bar- 
tholomew Flynn, a police officer at- 
tached to the Central Detail detective 
department. 
He was asked: "Did you 


see the defendant in May, 1889?" 


"I did, the latter part of the month 


at the city hall. He was then under 
arrest, and Lieut. Elliott, chief of de- 
tectives, placed him in my custody." 


"What did you take from his pockets, 


if anything?" 


"I took a revolver and two pocket 


cnlves which I turned over to State's 
Attorney Longenecker after keeping 
them in my box at headquarters." 


Attorney Bottum then produced the 


.wo knives, which were identified by 


T. Conkliu as -similar to those car- 


ried by Dr. Cronin, and offered them in 
vidence. 
"Whatdo you say about these knives 


as to being the same that you took 
from the defendant?" 


"They look like the samp knives so 


far as I can tell now." 


Judge Win?, in the cross-examina- 


tion, purposely ignored the theory of 
the State that Dan Coughlin robbed the 
corpse of Cronin of the two knives after 
helping to "remove" the doctor. His 
questions were put to give the jury the 
impression that the state introduced 
the evidence to show the detective's 
murderous disposition in carrying two 
small jack-knives as well as the regula- 
tion revolver. 


The prosecution was called upon to 


produce, for the benefit of the defense, 
a transcript of the stenographic notes 
taken of a conference held in the city 
hall just before Coughlin's arrest by 
municipal officials and prominent Irish- 
men 
The prosecuting attorney said 


the notes had been destroyed, and he 
did not know whore a copy was to be 
found. 


A subpoena was issued for ex-Mayor 


Creg-ier, who called the conference at 
which Coughlin'e arrest was decided 
on. 


T. T. Conkliu wen, recalled to tell 


about the knives put in evidence. He 
explained that the larger one, pearl 
handled, had been carried by him for 
two years, when he gave it to Dr. Cro- 
nin, who carried it a year before his 
death. The other, with a handle of 
tortoise shell, was found by the wit- 
ness, on North Clark street, and also 
given into the doctor's keeping.

Aoout sixty men were thrown in New- 
ton creelc last niffht by the collapse of 
a section of a temporary drawbridge 
over the creek connecting- Bardley ave- 
nue, at Laurel Hill, with Meeker ave- 
nue, 
Brooklyn. Just how many men 


were drowned cannot as vet be deter- 
mined.

rel Hill chemical works, Mills being a

rushed, and he was cut about the 
lead, The section of the bridge that 
ell was a draw, thirty feet long-. It 
vas built of wood, and rested oa the 
enter abutment, from which point an- 
ther section continued on the Brook- 
rn side. The draw on the Brooklyn 
ide was open. It was low tide, and a 
ig- was trying- to force a schooner 
irotig-h the draw. It was a few min- 
*Ci before 8 o'clock, when the bridge 


was crowded with men from near-by 
factories anxious to get to their homes 
in Brooklyn. Suddenly there was a 
cracking- of timbers, and the draw 
broke in two. The men made an ef- 
fort to get off, but the jam on the 
shore end of the bridge prevented 
their making- their escape. 


They fell into the water in a heap, 


and then commenced a wild struggle 
for lifi'. 
Some climbed on to the 


wrecked draw, while others soufjht 
safety in swimming for tho shore. A 
passing tug picked up a number and 
landed them on the Brooklyn side, 
where they were attended by surg-eons 
from Brooklyn hospitals. 


The work of rescue was a difficult 


one, ab there were no small boats at 
hand. Ropes were thrown out to some 
of the men, and they were hauled 
ashore in that manner. During the 
vorlc o£ rescue there were some lively 
scenes in the water. Men struggled 
with each other in their frenzy toes- 
cape. Some were hauled under water 
and nearly drowned by those whom 
they were trying- to assist. 


Thomas Dobbins, of Meeker avenue, 


Brooklyn, reached the scene in a row- 
boat in time to save four men who 
were un the point of sinking. The 
captain of the schooner rescued over a 
dozen men. Ho got away before hia 
name or that of his vessel could be 
learned. 


Alter striking the water tire draw 


broke into two parts, and iu an instant 
both were covered with men. Some 
m-niap-ed to climb up clear of the wa- 
ter, while others hung on to keep their 
heads above water. It took considcra 
ble time to get all the men ashore. As 
fast as the}1 were landed they were 
taken to Toner's Pennybridge hotel 
and filled up with stimulants.

Many of the rescued had close calls, 


and for a long time after they were 
brought ashore they were uuable to 
tell how they got there. The wrecked 
draw had not been used in three 
weeks, owing to pile drivers working 
cm it. 
| 
ISridgekeeper Daniel Hickey was on 


the Laurel Hill side when the accident 
occurred. He said it was due to the 
overcrowding of the bridge. lie said 
that he had frequently warned the 
men not to crowd on the bridge as it 
was dangerous to do so, but they 
paid no attention to his repeated 
warnings. He could not account for 
the draw breaking iu the center, 
as it was made of navy timber, calcu- 
lated to hold almost auy weight. Mr. 
Hickey does not believe that anyone 
was drowned. He said that the water 
was only nine feet deep at tlie time, 
and as the men fell into the water 
within about ten feet of the shori'^ill 
must have escaped. Several of tin- 
men said that they saw at least live 
men sink, and did not see them come 
to the surface again.

A Suggestive Letter. 


Tbe following from a letter written by 


Congressman Hanger, of Wisconsin, to a 
friend in Chicago, gives the inside view 
of tbe fix in which tbe Wilson bill bas 
beguiled the Democrats: 


"Our friends the enemy are in hot wa- 
ter. It la pretty clear Uiat a large ma- 
j mty are opposed to en income tsx If 
they psBB the Wilson bill they will flre- 
Bte a deficiency of probably 870,000,000 a 
year, and there seems to be no alterna- 
tive but to adopt an income tax, and to 
that tbe majority uf Democrats is bitterly 
opposed, i bey have been trying to make 
themselves believe that the deficiency 
would be only (28,000,000 for Ihe year, 
but their own finnrea do not bear them 
oat and at tbe prwnt ratio it will not 
be less than R70.000.000. I think we
